Program Will Enlarge Scope 


Of Firm’s Facilities To 


Reach New Markets 


In conjunction with a $1,000,000 
expansion program, th 
Pittsburgh 
Crucible Steel Co. at Midland, Pa., 
♦ 
will start the manufacture of tin 
plate in July. A. L. Sonnhalter. vice 
president and general manager, re­ 
vealed today. 
Construction of an addition ap­ 
proximately you feet long and IOO 
feet wide on the ohio river side 
of the mill property is under way 
and will he pushed to early com­ 
pletion. About 200 men are employ­ 
ed on the project, which is under 
the supervision of mill officials. 
The work will be completed ny 
the company, no contract having 
been awarded. Mr. Sonnhalter said. 
It will be a separate unit of steel 
c o n s tru c tio n . 


No Furnaces In Anne* 


The building is nearing comple­ 
tion and the installation of equip 
ment for producing tiu plate will 
he started at an early date. Cold 
rolling and planing mills, as well 
as 
auxiliary 
equipment 
will 
be 
built. 
There will be no furnaces 
in the annex. 
Facilities will be 
provided for 
rolling 
strip 
steel 
to 
tin 
plate 
gauges on a reversing mill. While 
the plant does not now 
produce 
strip, it may be acquired elsewhere 
pending the development of plans 
for making this type of steel. 
The official record of the Cru­ 
cible Steel’s property shows it has 
an annual capacity of 5.400 tons of 
cold rolled strip, hut it is believed 
produced chiefly in eastern plants. 
The principal market for the tin 
plate 
will 
be can 
manufacturing 
concerns. The Midland product will 
be shipped by rail, no attempt be­ 
ing made to utilize water trans­ 
portation. mill officials said. 
With the completion at the ex 
Pansion. which Mr. Sonnhalter said 
( f a t *ould exceed the fl.oOO.OOU mark, 
j he company will be equipped to 
manufacture many of the principal 
types of steel. The Crucible is now 
producing forging and alloy steel 
for seamless tubing, billets, bars 
and flat steel used in forgings, au 
tomobile construction and other in 
dustnal purposes. 


Employs 3.000 Men 
The plant is equipped with two 
blast furnaces, 12 open hearth fur 
nares, two finishing mills, a bloom 
ing mill, o n e 
bar 
mill and heat 
treat department, 
in 
addition lo 
coke making facilities. A commer­ 
cial business In ingots and pigs 
made at Midland is also carried on 
with other iron and steel concerns. 
The Crucible has been operating 
at about 
70 percent of capacity, 
with an average of 3.000 men on 
the payrool.

The company 
now owns about 
I.OOO acres in Midland, of which SOO

The 
story hat 
been 
told 
before, 
but 
fresh figures give it new emphasis. Every 
time a person steps off the sidewalk in 
town or hike* along the highway he run* the 
risk of being hurtled into eternity or thrown 
into a hospital by a speeding automobile. 
As the National Safety council tells the 
story, approximately 
340,000 
time* every 
year pedestrians using the streets and high 
ways of the United States "find themselves 
walking Into trouble." 
Iaist year, 16.150 
pedestrian* 
‘ walked 
to 
death ’’ 
These 
deaths are a little short of being half of the 
total fatalities 
attributable 
to automobile 
accident*. 
Added to this revelation is the estimate 
thai 64 percent of fatal accidents In cine* 
of more than 10.000 population are of the 
pedestrian versus car type, Of these urban 
death*, 
approximately 
4o 
percent 
strike 
walkers not 
crossing 
streets at Intersec­ 
tion*, or jay walking. 
The figures tell their own story. 
Until 
rigorous laws are passed penalizing intoxi­ 
cated and reckless driver* and until driver* 
are aroused to the gravity of the moral ob­ 
ligation driving a "death machine" impose* 
upon them, America s ghastly death toll is 
likely 
to mount. 
Meanwhile, 
pedestrians 
have recourse only in the truth that eternal 
vigilance is th* 
prh * 
they 
must pay to 
avoid walking into trouble It is their sol­ 
emn and more difficulty duty to Impress ihe 
habit upon the minds of their children

major crisis Yet Ihe failure appears to have 
stimulated rather diminished hopeful con­ 
sideration of the Leagues future. Presum­ 
ably nations are alarmed over the possibil­ 
ity of being left without sn In ten tion s! 
peace making agency. 
Aa the league of Nations association in 
the United States reports—the association 
guarantees its feet* while admitting Its in­ 
terpretations are opinionated—fire# of new 
dlacuaston have leaped up from what seems 
to he the smoldering ruins of the League. 
Suggestions for revision, reorganisation and 
revivification abound. A substantial number 
of editorials, for Instance, urg«-s putting 
the power force behind the League. Other* 
advocates mutual 
security 
pact* between 
regional groups. 
A survey of the European pres* yield* 
annular result* 
Almost everywhere there 
la a call to consider way* of making the 
League effective. Few commentators would 
lsave the wrec k lo the ravages of time end 
the peace rf Europe to the winds of chance. 
Impartial Americans, 
although fortified 
in their reeolve to keep their fingers out 
of machinery that alway* is breaking down. 
still will sympathize with the widespread 
determination to try once more. They recog­ 
nize thst if peace effort* fail in Europe the 
shadow of war will fall across this coun­ 


try. 
While the search for a solution is pressed, 
one conviction grows. The covenant gives 
sufficient means to curb aggression, but the 
fsult lies with tho members of the League 
who did not 
use it. The recent episode of 
bargaining and zealous protecting of nation­ 
alistic Interests doe* not encourage belief 
that European statesmen have the moral 
stamina to enforce the peace desires 
of 
their peoples 
Without such stamina, new 
rule* and commitment* will mean little.

Not Unexpected 
lf the latest edict of Harry L. Hopkins. 
WPA chief, works out the way it appears to 
he intended, a chang*1 toward decentraliza­ 


tion of relief administration will be started. 
Putting much of the* responsibility for 
administering ihtt new WPA program upon 
state administrations, Mr. Hopkins direct* 
them to select their worker* from the un­ 
employed now on relief or from tho*e judg­ 
ed in need of relief. While this order re­ 
move* the previous restriction that all em 
ploye* had to be taken from those on re­ 
lief rolls, ii is understood that quotas fix­ 
ing the- numbers of workers and amounts 
to be spent it) each state will place lim ita­ 
tion* upon payrolls ami prevent indiscrim­ 
inate hiring 
Within the limit# of these quota* and 
those of some general regulatory provisions, 
state and 
local administrators 
will 
have 
authority 
to select 
workers, decide 
how 
many bour* a mouth they must work and 
which of the projects approved 
hut 
not 
begun will he carried out. 
Such a change may not appease those de­ 
manding return of relief administration to 
the states but it is a welcome move away 
from the dextrine of centralization

PH ILA D ELP H IA , June 25 -When it comes 
to speech pinking, adroit phrasing and hard­ 
hitting attack, there I# nothing really to 
compare with the Democrat*. They have 
been a minority party so long that they 
have not forgotten even in these day* of 
their ascendancy the masterful art of of­ 
fense. 
The keynote addre** of Sen 
Barkley of 
Kentucky was a well written, well delivered, 
and clever defensive speech, perhaps Hie 
best that could be made from the new deal 
viewpoint It repeated the aggressive philos­ 
ophy of federalism and centralized control 
which the new deal intends to make 
an 
issue this year. 
Tile Kentucky senator was quick to pierce 
the inconsistencies of the Republican plat 
form at Cleveland, particularly ifs inept 
handling of the reciprocal trade agreements, 
which, despite their Republican origin, ire 
now denounced 
by 
the 
Republican plat­ 
form. He made the 
expected defense of 
spending as simply the necessary and in­ 
evitable corrolary of the relief problem. 
Makes Mistake In Figures 
Rut Mr. Barkley 
made one gro*s 
error. 
If ta unexplainable because his colleague* 
in congress m ad e 
the same mistake and 
attention wa* called In the newspapers of 
the country from coast to coast at the time 
of the m istake, or rather the trick, involv. 
ed in Juggling figure*, le i the mlstatement 
now is repeated in a speech a* lmi<orf*nt ss 
the ke y n o te address at a national ronven 
finn It happen thl* wa v : 
The Kentucky aenator spoke of the in 
crease In public debt during the Hoover ad 
ministration as being about four billion 
dollars 
Then he pointed out thai the in­ 
crease In public debt during the Roosevelt 
administration was about ten and a half 
billion dollars. He then said; 
"When we deduct from the net increase 
In the public debt the more ihan IS.non,OOO,. 
Otto whic h will he repaid by those who have 
borrowed from the government because of 
the willingness or Inability of other lending 
agencies, we find that the net increase 
in 
Ihe public debt Is but little more than 
tha» 
of the previous sdministration. whic h had 
little to show for its extravagance " 
Now what are the facts a* they can he 
ascertained front the public records’ 
During the Hoover adminlstratton. the net 
increase in debt wa* about it nun,non,non, 
but. out of this aum. loan* and other rec-ov. 
erable or repayable asset* amounted 
to 
$2,225,000,000, so that. lf there is anc deduct­ 
ing done. It should he done ss of March i. 
1933, In order thHt the comparison with the 
succeeding administration may he accurate. 
G. O. P W ill Welcome Companion 
In other word*, the Hoover net debt in­ 
crease would then be about 
$1,775,1*00,000 
and the Roosevelt debt increase would be 
$7,725,000,000. or more than four time* the 
Hoover net debt Increase. 
Four time* a certain sum Is hardly des- 
crlbable ss "but little more,’’ yet Sen. Bark 
ley can hardly he blamed for assuming 
his figures were correct, as they were no 
doubt furnished to him by the publicity ex- 
pert* as a substitute for the "three long 
years" theme song of the Republican con­ 
vention. The Kentucky senator emphasized 
that the "12 long years" of the Republican 
admintilratton would he compared In the 
campaign with the "three long years" 
of 
Democratic rule. 
The Republican chieftains probably will 
welcome the comparison. For, taking the 12 
long years as a measuring unit, the Repub­ 
licans reduced the public debt by having a 
total surplus over expenses of around $5. 
DOO.000.000. Also, if the Republicans are per 
mitted to use 12 long years a* a basis of 
comparison. It will he found that wage* and 
Income* reached the highest level In Amer 
Iran history and an did gainful employment. 
Likewise. Mr. Rarklev’s proposed deflnl 
Hon of "an object of interstate commerce" 
as being "every article that Is grown or 
mined or fabricated In one state and des. 
tined for another by whatever means of 
transportation" 
simply 
announces 
that. 
when the Constitution is ever amended to 
validate that definition, the federal govern­ 
ment. by reason of it* right to regulate In 
terstate commerce, will have a* complete 
control over the business, manufacturing,

P H IL A D E L P H IA . June 25. — Th* 
Philadelphia convention is entitled 
to one blue ribbon, at least; no 
other convention ever tried so hard 
to escape the atmosphere of anti­ 
climax which surrounds unanimous 
or near unanimous renominations. 
Among the many inconsistencies 
of the convention system, none it 
more conapicious than the renomin­ 
ation situation. PY»r month* a great 
build up centers party 
expectancy 
in the convention city. Delegate* 
and spectators come hundreds of 
mile* for th# *how. Then nothing 
much happen* 
Someone makea 
* renominating 
apeech. There I* some cheering and 
perhaps a parade. Th# 
convention 
thereupon doe* what everyone knew 
it would do. It votes to make 
tha 
president the nominee again. 
Aa a rule the whole event lacks 
completely the vital dramatic ele­ 
ment of surprise, and whatever col­ 
or It has usually la frankly trans­ 
parent. 
Politicians have been 
wondering 
for years what to do about this. Pos­ 
sibly the Democrats hav# found the 
answer. 
G. 0 P. Faced It. Toe

two entirely different sets of fir- 
umstances, th# Republican* have 
struggled with the problem In vain 
The party convention wa* almost 
a* dull In 1924, when Coolidge was 
nominated with every prospect 
of

wa* in 1932, when Hoover wa* pre­ 
sented with a renomination which 
appeared almost worthies*. 
On each occasion, there wa* an 
effort to get up a degree of excite­ 
ment over second place on the tick­ 
et. hut Ihe delegate* did not appear 
really interested in that.

In 1936 the Democrat* early fore­

matches, and finally the gala Satur­ 
day night extravaganza 
re p la c in g 
the old-time notification ceremonies. 
The psychological intent of it all 
was not. however, entirely negative. 
It 
purposed to go beyond a mere 
erasing of anticlimax, and accom­ 
plish an affirm ative result. 
The idea was. clearly, to make 
the occasion one of rejoicing, 
to 
give it a mardi gras top-dressing 
suggestive of triumph and exalta­ 
tion. It was designed to he 
th# 
greatest, grandest party rally ever 
held, at which a Democratic band­ 
wagon was to he started rolling to- 
ward November.

dyspepsia may be the first warning 
of an ulcer of the stomach, a tumor 
or even something worse. 
Because some real trouble may 
exist is the reason why it is never 
advisable to resort to taking so-call­ 
ed "indigestion tablets." It is true 
that various patent medicines give 
relief, hut too often.it Is only tem ­ 
porary 
and 
unfortunately 
such 
treatment may serve to mask the 
real underlying cause. 
My advice to all who suffer from 
persistent indigestion is to consult 
a doctor. If there is any doubt as to 
the underlying cause of the discom ­ 
fort, he will advise special tests, 
such as an x ray of the stomach and 
intestine. 


Investigate Cause 
Do not be satisfied to believe you 
are merely 
the 'victim of "acid 
stomach," or some other simple 
thing. If you constantly suffer from 
sour taste In the mouth and h e art­ 
burn, it is time for you to invest!- 
gate the cause carefully. Bear in 
mind. too. that the advice of a well­ 
meaning friends is without scienti­ 
fic foundation and to follow bls 
freatment may lead to serious ef­ 
fe c ts . It certainly leads to delay in 
ascertaining the real cause. 
Many sufferers from indigestion 
resort to self-medication and only 
go to the doctor after serious d am ­ 
age has occurred. This Ut a daily 
occurrence and I cannot speak too 
strongly of the danger of the uni­ 
versal neglect of indigestion. Let 
me urge upon you the need of medi­ 
cal attention for digestive d istu rb ­ 
ances, no m atter how trivial they 
may appear.
